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China's factory activity 
shrinks as Covid hits 
the economy 


BEIJING: China's factory activ- 
ity shrank in March, official 
data showed Thursday, as 
the country’s worst Covid 
outbreak in two years 
brought sporadic lockdowns 
and factory closures. The 
Purchasing Managers’ Index 
(PMI) -- a key gauge of man- 
ufacturing activity -- slid to 
49.5, just below the 50-point 
mark separating growth 
from contraction, according 
to data from the National Bu- 
reau of Statistics. That 
marked the first contraction 
in five months and was lower 
than expectations from econ- 
omists polled by Bloomberg. 
The fall comes as authorities 
struggle to stamp out coron- 
avirus outbreaks with restric- 
tions and lockdowns on key 
manufacturing hubs such as 


Shenzhen in the south and 
Changchun in the northeast. 
“Recently, clustered outbreaks 
have occurred in many places 
in China,” NBS senior statisti- 
cian Zhao Qinghe said in a 
statement Thursday. "Cou- 
pled with a significant in- 
crease in international 
geopolitical instability, the 
production and operation ac- 
tivities of Chinese enterprises 
have been affected," he added. 
For weeks China has recorded 
thousands of virus cases each 
day, after nearly two years of 
virtually extinguishing infec- 
tions within its borders. That 
has rattled its "zero-Covid" 
strategy. Some companies 
temporarily reduced or 
stopped production because 
of Covid, which also hit logis- 
tics flows. 


Political uncertainty 
takes a toll: Pakistani 
rupee breaks all previous 
records against US dollar 


KARACHI: There was no 
respite for the falling Pakistani 
currency as the rupee contin- 
ued to decline against the US 
dollar, amid the ongoing polit- 
ical uncertainty and delays in 
economic decisions, espe- 
cially lingering talks with the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). The currency sur- 
passed the Rs183-mark for 
the first time in the history of 
Pakistan, shedding over Rs25 
since the start of the ongoing 
fiscal year 2021-22. The 
rupee closed at Rs183.48 
against the US dollar in the 
inter-bank market on Thurs- 
day. During the month of 
March, the rupee has depreci- 
ated by 3.38% (or Rs6.07) 
against the US currency. Ac- 
cording to the State Bank of 
Pakistan (SBP), the local cur- 


rency closed the session on 
Wednesday at Rs182.64 in 
the inter-bank market. Arif 
Habib Limited Head of Re- 
search Tahir Abbas said that 
the political uncertainty is tak- 
ing a toll on the currency. “Po- 
litical uncertainty is taking a 
toll on the financial markets of 
Pakistan,” he said, adding that 
the pressure on the country’s 
foreign exchange reserves 
pushed by the draining of dol- 
lars from stocks and govern- 
ment securities (like T-Bills) 
has also played havoc with the 
rupee value. The Pakistani 
rupee has depreciated by 
16.46% (or Rs25.94) since 
the start of the current fiscal 
year on July 1, 2021, data re- 
leased by the central bank re- 
vealed.

“The 
FCA would apply to all the 
consumer categories except 
lifeline consumers,’ the notifi- 
cation read.

“While effecting the FCA, K- 
Electric shall keep in view and 
strictly comply with the or-

No-trust motion against could hurt

ISLAMABAD: Moody’s In- 
vestors Service has viewed 
the no-confidence motion 
as credit negative for Pak- 
istan on Monday because it 
raises significant uncer- 
tainty over policy continu- 
ity, as well as the 
government's ability to 
continue to implement re- 
forms to increase produc- 
tivity growth and secure 
external financing, includ- 
ing from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 
Moody’s in its latest report 
said that the aforestated 
move might create difficul- 
ties to secure external fi- 
nancing, including from the 
International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). A further dete- 
rioration in Pakistan's ex- 


ternal position, including 
significant widening of the 
current account deficit and 


erosion of foreign exchange 
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reserves, would threaten 
the governmenť’s external 
repayment capacity and 
heighten liquidity risks, it 
cautioned. The agency said 


that Pakistan had faced sig- 
nificant pressure on its for- 
eign-exchange reserves in 
recent months, amid ele- 


vated global commodity 
prices anda recovery in do- 
mestic demand. The Rus- 
sia-Ukraine military conflict 
that drove up the global 


commodity prices has am- 
plified pressure on Pak- 
istan’s external position. 
The country is a net oil im- 
porter, with petroleum and 
related products account- 
ing for about 20% of total 
imports. “We now expect 
the deficit to widen to 5-6% 
of GDP in fiscal 2022 (end- 
ing June 2022) compared 
with our previous forecast 
of 4%,” Moody’s stated. 
“This further widening will 
place immense pressure on 
Pakistan's foreign reserves, 
which declined to $14.9 bil- 
lion as of February 2022 
from $18.9 billion in July 
2021 which are sufficient to 
cover only around two 
months of imports.”

Indus River System 
Authority (IRSA) technical 
committee will conduct 
meeting today with repre- 
sentatives from all 
provinces and WAPDA re- 
garding the water availabil- 
ity projections. The 
committee would finalise 
the water shortages in early 
and later Kharif, IRSA told. 
Another source in IRSA said 
that the committee might 
give a different projection of 
22-25%. In the ongoing 
Rabi season that is to end 
today (March 31, 2022), the 
country faced almost 28% 
water shortage. It was 
worth noting that in early 
Kharif, 2022, Pakistan 
would have 28-29 million 
acres feet (MAF) of water. 
And in the later part of the 


sowing season, the country 
was projected to have water 
availability of 75-80 MAF in 
its system. Sindh, the lower 
riparian province of the 
country at present needs 
water for sowing cotton in 
the vicinity of Nara canal. 
The province also needs 
water for sowing sunflower 
crops as well as for mango 
orchards. Right now, the in- 
dent of Sindh stands at 
40,000 cusecs per day, but

Crim- 
inal hackers have been 
compromising email ac- 
counts or websites tied to 
police or government and 
claiming they can’t wait for 
a judge’s order for infor- 
mation because it’s an "ur- 
gent matter of life and 
death,” cyber expert Brian 
Krebs wrote Tuesday. 
Bloomberg news agency, 
which originally reported 
Meta being targeted, also 
reported that Apple had 
provided customer data in 
response to forged data re- 
quests. Apple and Meta did 
not officially confirm the 
incidents, but provided 
statements citing their 
policies in handling infor- 
mation demands. When 
US law enforcement offi- 
cials want data on a social 
media account’s owner or 
an associated cell phone 
number, they must submit 
an official court-ordered 
warrant or subpoena, 
Krebs wrote. But in urgent 
cases authorities can make 
an "emergency data re- 
quest,” which "largely by- 
passes any official review 
and does not require the 
requestor to supply any 
court-approved docu- 
ments," he added. Meta, in 
a statement, said the firm 
reviews every data request 
for "legal sufficiency” and 
uses "advanced systems 
and processes" to validate 
law enforcement requests 
and detect abuse. 


Twinkle, twinkle: 
Astronomers 
discover farthest 


star yet 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.: 
Astronomers have discov- 
ered the farthest star yet, a 
super-hot, super-bright 
giant that formed nearly 
13 billion years ago at the 
dawn of the cosmos, But 
this luminous blue star is 
long gone, so massive that 
it almost certainly ex- 
ploded into bits just a few 
million years after emerg- 
ing. Its swift demise makes 
it all the more incredible 
that an international team 
spotted it with observa- 
tions by the Hubble Space 
Telescope. It takes eons for 
light emitted from distant 
stars to reach us. “We're 
seeing the star as it was 
about 12.8 billion years 
ago, which puts it about 
900 million years after the 
Big Bang,” said astronomer 
Brian Welch, a doctoral 
student at Johns Hopkins 
University and lead author 
of the study appearing in 
Wednesday’s journal Na- 
ture. “We definitely just got 
lucky.” He nicknamed it 
Earendel, an Old English 
name which means morn- 
ing star or rising light — “a 
fitting name for a star that 
we have observed in a 
time often referred to as 
‘Cosmic Dawn.’” The pre- 
vious record-holder, 
Icarus, also a blue super- 
giant star spotted by Hub- 
ble, formed 9.4 billion 
years ago. That’s more 
than 4 billion years after 
the Big Bang. In both in- 
stances, astronomers used 
a technique known as 
gravitational lensing to 
magnify the minuscule 
starlight. Gravity from 
clusters of galaxies closer 
to us — in the foreground 
— serve as a lens to mag- 
nify smaller objects in the

Nzoma’s job, 
which includes “geotagging”, needs reliable and fast internet 
connectivity that used not to be available in Pipeline. But 
start-up company Poa Internet is aiming to provide fast, 
cheap internet to low-income Kenyan neighborhoods, such 
as Pipeline. “The geotagging really requires high internet 
speed for you to be accurate,” said Nzoma, as hawkers and 
horns blared outside his home. Companies often outsource 
work that underpins artificial intelligence to people who 
label roadside objects, or teach driverless cars to recognize 
their surroundings, distinguish between a smudge of dirt on 
a fruit and disease, teaching machines to do the same. But 
this is only possible with high speed internet. 


Armenia, Azerbaijan leaders 
to meet amid recent fighting 


YEREVAN: Armenian Prime Minister Nikol Pashinyan said 
Thursday he will meet with Azerbaijani President Ilham 
Aliyev in Brussels next week to lay the groundwork for peace 
talks to end the decades-long conflict over the separatist re- 
gion of Nagorno-Karabakh. The two leaders will meet in 
Brussels on April 6 with European Council President Charles 
Michel. There have been recent clashes that have raised con- 
cerns about the stability of a cease-fire that ended the 2020 
war over the separatist region. “I hope to discuss at this meet- 
ing with the president of Azerbaijan and agree on all issues re- 
lated to the start of negotiations on a peace agreement,” 
Pashinyan told a government meeting Thursday. He said Ar- 
menia “is ready for the immediate start of peace negotia- 
tions.” Fighting between Armenian and Azerbaijani forces 
reignited in Nagorno-Karabakh this month, and three sol- 
diers in the breakaway region were killed last week. More 
than 6,600 people were killed in the six-week war in 2020 
that ended with Azerbaijan reclaiming control over large parts 
of Nagorno-Karabakh and surrounding areas that the Arme- 
nia-backed separatists controlled.

BEIJING: China's retail diesel 
and gasoline prices are set to 
soar to historically high lev- 
els, following a surge in 
global crude oil benchmarks 
amid the Russia-Ukraine 
conflict. Prices of retail diesel 
and gasoline will both be in- 
creased by 110 yuan 
($17.34) a tonne effective 
from Friday, the National De- 
velopment and Reform 
Commission said in a state- 
ment on Thursday. Local 
Chinese authorities will 
make the adjustment to their 


respective ceiling prices for 
the fuel. Beijing, for instance, 
will see its diesel prices touch- 
ing 9,805 yuan a tonne, the 
highest level ever, while gaso- 
line prices will hit 10,880 yuan 
a tonne, breaking a previous 
record set two weeks ago. 
Under China's pricing system, 
retail fuel prices are assessed 
every 10 working days to re- 
flect global crude oil bench- 
marks as long as the 
benchmark prices move be- 
tween $40 and $130. Outside 
that band, retail prices do not 


change or only move mar- 
ginally. Brent futures prices 
have moved between $99 
and $124 per barrel in the 
past 10 days. The Interna- 
tional Energy Agency has 
called an emergency minis- 
terial meeting on Friday to 
discuss the state of the oil 
market, while the United 
States is considering its largest 
release from emergency oil 
reserve to tame gasoline 
prices. Prices of retail diesel 
and gasoline will both be in- 
creased by 110 yuan.
